BANK DIBEOTOHS LIABLE —In these 


times of loose banking, the question 
of liability is frequently raised. It 
is a well settled point that bank offi- 
cers, as well as directors, are morally 
responsible for the shortcomingj of 
the corporation over which they pre- 
siile, but how far they can be held 
legally 
responsible 
is 
another 


question. A oase recently decided in 
Illinois may throw some light upon 
the subject. Here is the gist of the 
decision: 


The directors of a moneyed iostitu- 


lion are respousiblf to it at law iu an 
action on the case for improperly ob 
taining and disposing of th« funds or 
property of the company. They arc 
iniblp, however, ouly individuality 
ami severally, and not jointly, as di 
rt'crors, unless the act complained of 
be done by n majority of the hoaiil 
of directors', whi-n, by the> act of iu 
corporation, a majority only is com 
peti-nt to tnnsiict the baisness nf tlie 
company, and generally, when there 
has been waatn or misappliiuitinn of 
the corporate f unils by the offjcprs, 
n suit lu equity, iu the name of the 
corporation, will lio to compel them 
to account lor snub wastH, the direc- 
tors being regarded us trustees of the 
stockholders.—M'Keniia vs. Circuit 
Court, Couk Co , Illinois.
